DEMAND $1500 AN ACRE FOR $50 
LAND 


City Council of Globe Asks Street 
Car Company to Build Concrete 
| Bridge and Pay Over One and a 
Half Per Cent of Net Proceeds. 
School Funds Short. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
GLOBE (Artz) Feb. 3.—Construction 
ot the extension of the Gila Valley, 


city to the Miami mine, is being held 
up by a demand for $1500 an acre for 
land on Miami. Fiat that had been 
purchased for $50 an acre. The rail- 
road wants enough land for double 
tracks, as it is expected that the traffic 
between this point and Miami will be 
extremely heavy. 

There is a disagreement between the 
City Council and the capitalists who 
desire to put in a street railway system 
for Globe. The City Council demands 
as a part of the franchise that the 
street railway company build a con- 
crete bridge across Pinal Creek, this 
bridge to be the full width of the 
street, so that it may be used for or- 
dinary traffic. The Council also de- 
sires to prohibit the hauling of freight 
and demands 1% per cent. of the net 
proceeds of the company for seventeen 
years. It has been asked as a conces- 
sion that the privilege to haul freight 
cars for two hours at night be granted. 
Owing to the lack of funds, the 
schools of Globe district will probably 
be closed about April 30. a month ahead 
of the usual time. The increase in 
attendance of about % per cent. for 
the year, without a corresponding in- 
crease in revenue, is the cause of the 
shortening of the school term.

At the close of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War he was ordered north and 
put the Gov. Russell out of commis- 
sion at the Norfolk navy yard. 

After his United States naval serv- 
ice he joined the United States army 
transport Mexico and delivered her to 
the former owners in Havana, Cuba, 
after landing passengers and military 
— at San Juan and Ponce, Porto 

co. 

In 1899 became master of the United 
States army transport Sherman and 
steamed from New York to Manila 
and San Francisco via the Suez Ca- 
nal, continuing in her on voyages be- 
tween San Francisco and Manila until 
January, 1901, when he became master 
of the steam yacht Niagara of New 
York, owned by George Gould, 
ing to Egypt, France, Italy, Great 
Britain, Azores, Madeira, Canary Isles, 
Bermuda, Cuba, Jamaica, etc.

DEFEATED. 


Failure of Attack on Con- 
tractor Engstrum.

Hospital Building Declared 
Well Constructed.

SAN JOSE (Cal.) Feb. 2.—The jour- 
neyman jawemiths of the State Bulld. 
img Trades Council, bearded in their 
dens by “Open Shop” Contractor F. 
O. Engstrum, after weging for eight 
days one of the largest battles ever 
fought out in this State between the 
organization on one hand and the larg- 
est contracting firm west of Chicago 
on the other, have overreached them- 
selves in the matter of the investiga- 
tion started at their demand, and have 
found themselves mired in the slough 
of their own uncovering. 

The investigation has resulted in the 
complete vindication, though the rep- 
resentatives of the council express 
themecives as unconvinced, of Mr. 
Engstrum and his work. It has been 
shown to the world to what lengths 
the laborites are willing to go in or- 
der to gain a point and—incidentally— 
has cost the honest union man a pret- 
ty penny. 

That the,scharges made on January 
ll, at the State convention of the 
State Building Trades Council, were 
the results of a gigantic conspiracy, 
a malicious persecution of an old 
time enemy, has never been doubted 
by the people in this vicinity. The de- 
fense was able and willing to put a 

n men on the stand whose testi- 
mony would show that the men who 
made the affidavits were seat to work 
for the “scab contractor” for the sole 
purpose of finding and noting points 
that could be complained about, but 
was prevented by a ruling of State 
Engineer Ellery, who presided through- 
out the investigation, on- objection by 
the counsel for the council. 

Balancing the weight of the testi- 
mony of the fifteen workmen who in 
their affidavits charged that Receiv- 
ing Building No. 1. one of the five be- 
ing built by Ensstrum at the hospi- 
tal, was unsafe, against testimony, 
staked on their professional reputa- 
tions, of three of the most able au- 
thorities on reinforced concrete con- 
struction on the Coast—one of them 
the council's own witness-—-the people 
of the State have arrived at the con- 
clusion that the tests which are now 
to be applied to the building will only 
disprove, in toto, all of the allegations 
of the prosecution. 

LABORITES SURPRISED. 

The Laborites came to San José ex- 
pecting to spend but one day in the 
inspection of the buliding in question, 
condemn it and laugh up their sleeves 
at their prowess and the discomfiture 
of the contractor. They reckoned 
without their host--in the shape of 
Mr. Ellery. The State Engineer and 
State Architect Selon took any slur 
cast against the building as a personal 
attack, since they had an inspector on 
the job constantly, and while Eliery 
was perfectly fair in all of his deci- 
sions, he gave the Laborites to under- 
stand that he had been commissioned 
to investigate the charges and that 
he would do it in his own way. After 
the first day it was apparent to the 
representatives of the Council that al! 
was net going to be as cary as they 
expected. Instead of allowing the af- 
fiants to drill into the building, chop 
away portions of concrete and possibly 
vitiate the work already done, Mr. 
Ellery conducted the investigation after 
the fashion of a court of law. 

The witnesses for the prosecution 
had been summoned to be present. 
They were called in one at a time, 
sworn and heard their affidavits read. 
Mr. Ellery immediately began to 
question them upon the contents of 
their affidavits, and it was apparent 
that they did not even understand, 
on account of the usual legal verbiage 
used, the purport of the document 
they had sworn to. They displayed a 
profound ignorance of concrete work 
and to an unprejudiced observer their 
testimony did not amount to the paper 
the stenographic report of the pro- 
ceedings was written on. Seven of the

Out of 
fifty-nine beams he found two that 
needed attention. These he considered 
minor defects which could be easily 
and successfully. repaired in a short 
time. He said that he entertained no 
apprehension as to their safety at 
present and would be able to vouch 
for their safety after being repaired 
Mr. Wicland stated that he would 
stake his professional reputation on 
the value of his testimony and de- 
clared the workmanship on the build- 
ing was as good as any he had seen 
in San Francisco and considerably 
above the average. Considering the 
vast area of floor space in the build- 
ing. he said, it was remarkable that 
h few spongy placer should exist in 
the floors. He thought that the ma-

CONTRACTOR ALL RIGHT. 

Under cross-examination by Attor- 
ney George Appel for the prosecution 
Mr. Wieland stated that he would feel 
safe in allowing the contractor to 
bulld for him and considered that Mr. 
Engstrum was “better than a medium 
contractor—was a good one. 

The inspection ef the building by 
Prof. Wing, which was witnessed 
and the results of which were noted 
by the other exper and the members 
of the Investigating Commission, was 
a thorough and searching one. Prot. 
Wing attacked the walls pillars and 
girders with a handax, sounding 
them with the heed of it and chopping 
away any part that he did not like 
the looks of with the edge. He work- 
ed methodically and energetically, 
shedding first his topcoat and then his 
coat in his effort to get to the bottom 
of the matter. In several places he at- 
tacked the walls with a cold chisel and 
hammer, and in thtee places disclosed 
rock rockets which he said hight have 
weakened the particular pillar or beam 
had they not been discovered and 
patched. 

The inspection was the most com- 
plete and most searching that had 
been made by any of the witnesses, 
and with the physical tests, which will 
probably be made, will close, the in- 
vestigation that has been attracting the 
attention of the whole State. 

THOROUGH EXAMINATION. 

Prof. Wing testified that he had 
given the building as thorough an ex- 
amination as he had ever given a 
building, that he had especially exam- 
ined the walls because the concrete was 
thin at those points, that he had found 
the general character of the concrete 
variable as in all buildings and had 
found none that would not pass a rigid 
inspection by any supervising archi- 
tect. He considered that the patch- 
Ing was excellently done and that the 
work on the building was good above 
the average. The building, taken as 
a whole, he said, was better than the 
majority of buildings passed as ac- 
ceptable In this State. 

MR. ENGSTRUM’'S TESTIMONY. 

Mr. Engstrum testified in his own 
behalf. He said that he was a gen- 
eral contractor, and had been in busi- 
ness for himself since 1874. He named 
forty-seven reinforced concrete bulld- 
ings which he had erected, and said 
that he had bullt 104 reinforced con- 
crete bridges for the Salt Lake and 
Southern Pacific Railroad. 

Under direct examination by Attor- 
ney B. A. Herrington, Mr. Engstrum 
stated that the F. O. Engstrum Com- 
pany consisted of members of his im- 
mediate family. He described the 
manner in which the concrete was 
delivered in the buildings he had 
erected within the past two years, and 
which the prosecution deemed espe- 
clally objectionable. The material, he 
said, was mixed by machine, hoisted 
to the top of a tower in an elevator, 
there mechanically dumped into long 
galvanized iron pipes, nine inches 
in diameter, and thus conveyed to a 
hopper, where it was again thoroughly 
mixed by hand. From the hopper it 
was conveyed to the forms in wheel- 
barrows and tamped into place. 

He testified that he had both union 
and non-union men at work on the 
bullding; that it made no difference 
to him whether or not his workmen 
were aMllated with any organization; 
that he made no distinction in remu- 
neration of the men, except with re- 
gard to their capabilities, and that 
he found no difference in the ability 
of union men compared with non- 
union men. He stated that the sand 
and gravel used in the building, con- 
trary to the allegations af several 
witnesses for the prosecution, were 
clean, the best that could be procured. 

He testified that on the floor above 
the only beam whose strength had 
been questioned by the experts, he 
had piled wet sand to the depth of 
eighteen inches and had allowed this 
weight, about 150 pounds to the square 
foot, to remain’ on the floor for six 


days.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—From the 
social standpoint, the national capital 
is to be congratulated on the recent 
acquisition to the diplomatic corps. 
Two bachelor ministers, the former 
Swedish and Danish, have been re- 
placed by envoys who have charming 
families. In the case of the German 
Ambassador, though Washington will 
not forget the Von Sternbergs, the 
new representative of the Kaiser haa, 
besides an affable and socially-inclined 
wife, a charming young dauchter. 
Count ven Bernstorff and his family 
are at present domiciled in the Shore- 
ham, awaiting the arrival of 
household treasures from Europe.

But the 
delay gives me an opportunity to see 
the city and to become familiar 
with details of life in the American 
capital. I am hoping to take posses- 
sion of the embassy about the end of 
March, in time to take part in the 
amenities of Easter-tide. But work 
is slow when one’s belongings are 
scattered over three continents. The 
great part of our furniture, including 
my husband's library, is still in Egypt, 
but I have some fine tapestries and

There are 
many changes, as a matter of course, 
for, as in other sports, the funda- 
mental rules cannot be changed, and 
the powers that be must necessarily 
make some improvements occasionally 
in order to keep the enthusiasts 
awake. 

A few of the new rules are memo- 
rized by the players, and one of these 
is that the line of putt must be 
scraped aside with the club only, and 
not with the hand, as heretofore. Pri- 
ority on the course is now a rule, ard 
not a matter of etiquette: a ball nav 
be dropped from the shoulder instead 
of over the head; a ball may be lifted 
for identification without penalty; 
touching an opponent's ball while look 
ing for it incurs no penalty; sand may 
be removed to see the top of a ball, 
and if the ball is touched there is no 
penalty; except at the tee, no prelimi- 
nary swing is allowed; it the ball is 
in a runni stream or pond, the 
player must not wait until current or 
wind “better position of ball;" ball 
on the putting green, in or behind 
casual water, may be placed two club 
lengths behind or to one side of the 
water. This placing to one side is the 
new rule. 

Golfers say these changes are along 
the Iine cf common sense, particularly 
those eliminating the penalties for 
touching a ball or dropping it to afford 
m better he. and many others that 
might ter mentioned. It Is difficult 
to understand why a ball touched or 
even moved a foot in any direction 
would be at any disadvantage on any 
course and particularly on the Annan- 
dale, which has a magnificent distance 
of 6155 yards through the fair green, 
or a trifie over three and one-half 
miles, and a fairway that fs prac- 
tically unobstructed by any difficult 
natural hazards. A study of the new 
rules is interesting reading. and «a 
course of sprouts absolutely necessary 
for those who are to compete in the 
coming championships.

ships invented by persons in Southern 
California, some of which are already 
constructed; models of the Wright 
aéroplane and others invented by the 
sreat eastern and European experi- 
menters, and all sorts of drawings and 
plans relating to airships. It is possi- 
ble that a captive balloon will also 
be secured to carry passengers aloft. 
Moving pictures show! balloons and 
adéroplanes in action will be shown. 

The exposition te to be given out of 
doors, and booths will be constructed 
for the models. A demonstrating

England has never before, perhaps, paid such honor to 
any American writer. Of course this will not be the 
first occasion on which an American writer has been 
cordially recognized by England, as Washington Irving, 
Hawthorne, Emerson and Oliver Wendell Holmes have 
come in for their meed of praise, but it is doubtful if 


ever before any single American writer has been so uni- 


versally conceded to represent the American literary 
genius—-as distinguished from writers of mere talent 
as has Poe. 

The idea of publicly honoring Poe in London origi- 
nated with the recently reconstructed Authors’ Club, 
which is a wide development of the one founded by Sir 
Walter Besant seventeen years ago. The principal 
moving spirit in the Poe celebration is Charles Garvice, 
whose work is so well known in America. He is chair- 
man of the executive committee at the Authors’ Club, 
and it is mainly through his efforts that the revived 
club has been put on a successful footing. The club 
occupies splendid rooms overlooking the river, and here 
writers may meet on the most congenial terms, sur- 
rounded by every luxury, which may be enjoyed at very 
moderate outlay. 

“We feel,” said Charles Garvice in discussing Poe's 
life with the writer, “that had such a club as ours ex- 
lasted in Poe's day, many of the events in his life which 
were grievous and sorrowful in the extreme would never 
have occurred. Had he been able to resort to such a 
place as this, where he would have received the sympa- 
thy and kindness which his spirit needed, life might have 
been for him far different from what it was. Our club 
strives to be of use to the literary man by proving itself 
his real friend, though the organization is by no means 
a Bohemian one. 

“Edgar Poe in my opinion,” continued Mr. Garvice,

It was, I 
Mrs. Elizabeth Barrett Browning who first 
heralded “The Raven’ as the work of an undoubted 
genius; and since her time, there has not been a dissen- 
tient voice to unstinted praise of Poe, both as story 
writer and poet. 

“Poe's place in English letters is somewhat difficult to 
assign. My personal view. both of the poet and his life 
I have 
always literally worshiped Poe, having become an eager 
reader of his works in my early years. 

“Poe so strongly appeals to the members of the Au- 
thors’ Club because of the bond of sympathy which both 
Writers on both 
sides of the Atlantic unite in recognizing him as be- 
longing to the two nations: and the celebration of his 
centenary in England will do much toward a closer affill- 
ation of the writers of the two countries.”

A ferry boat with steam up and hawsers cast off 


awaited the galloping rider; it was far from the shore 


and plowing across the river when the crowd which 
followed reached the bank. The following entry was 
made in his diary by Capt. J. S. Rogers of Cameron, 
Mo., who witnessed the pony rider depart: 

“Pony express left United States Express office at St. 
Joseph, Mo., on Tuesday, April 3, 1860, at 7:15 p.m. 
James M. Burns made a speech; much enthusiasm; bay 
pony; black mane and tail.”

The boundless blue 
of summer has given place to a marbled canopy of blue 
and silver. Over the lowlands thin mists are spread, 
but the ocean is not blotted out, as in July, by a con- 
tinuous smother of fog. Cloudy it is in the south, and 
the peaks of Catalina rise out of a cloud belt tinged 
below with a smoky gold. But when there is mist over 
the scene in winter, it is not massed. The sun's rays 
pierce the intervals and illumine distant tracts of ocean 
with pale brassy gleams. * 

The ridge culminates above the 3000-foot contour, but 
bears not a trace of snow this New Year's Day. In the 
distance indeed snow is visible on the shoulders and 
summits of the Sierras. Its presence, and the change 
in the lighting due to the position of the sun, has al- 
tered the tone of the picture. On a summer's noon 
that vast upheaval of granite appears pale and gray un- 
der the dazzling sky. Now the topmost peaks are sharply 
limned in white on a canvas of cloud, the crags loom 
black above the driftea. It is like an etching. The de- 
tails of Old Baldy, the double crest, the winding back- 
bone bristling with black forest, are brought out, inten- 
sified. Actually five miles away in an air line, it seems 
close at hand.

To the eye, indeed, the scene was chilly, but to no 
other sense.

It was 
the season of the New Year and sundown, but the even- 
ing alr was cosy and warm. There was no wind, and 
the rattle of stones dislodged from the hillside jarred 
rudely upon the silence. 

But the impressions of one midwinter day cannot be 
accepted as covering the whole season. Let us hear 
then the testimony of a resident. For although the 
summer visitors have long since departed, men live and 
work throughout the winter in the distant mountain 
cafions. Miners and prospectors are the folk one meets, 
if any are met, on the trails. A tall and stalwart man 
I foregathered with, whose pale drawn face showed 
signs of recent illness, was returning to the hills to 
recover from the “grip.” which had seized him while 
visiting his family in the city. Yes: they had flurries 
of snow and it lay a little while, but soon melted away. 
Mining, you think, must be cold work in winter. But 
when you see a man standing ankle-deep in running 
water to wash gravel in a broad pan, and that without 
a shiver, you change your opinion. This was up near 
the 4000-foot contour, where a tent was considered good 
enough for a winter's lodging 

On a quest after snowdrifts and icicles it is necessary 
to climb higher. Above the cafions where the placer 
miners work rise the spires and ridges that lead up to 
Old Baldy and his neighbors. On such places the snow- 
fall collects in pockets and hollows under the fir trees. 
Higher up the trails are smothered, the rocks and dwarf 
trees that brave the heights buried or draped in white, 
and the shining peaks rise above a world of snow. 

To this narrow realm is King Frost confined, and 
even here he has no abiding-place. In the southland is 
no Jotenheim, no cold kingdom with the snow line for 
its frontier across which the Frost Giants wage contin- 
ual war with Baldur, the sun god.

I can say with truth 
that the United States government had not the remotest 
idea that I stopped anywhere after I left Elmira. They 
thought when I left there I went straight through to 
Canada. It was a very fortunate thing for me that I 
could not leave Canandaigua. 


Saw His Name in Print. 


On Monday when I was leaving Canandaigua | bought 
some New York papers. In looking over them, my eye 
lit on the following paragraph, which | never forgot, 
and dont think I ever will It runs thus: “The as- 
sassin of Secretary Seward is said to be John H. Surratt, 
a notorious secessionist of Southern Maryland. His 
name, with that of John Wilkes Booth, will forever lead 
the infamous rol! of assassins.” 


I could scarcely believe my senses. I gazed upon my 
name, the letters of which seemed to grow as large as 
mountains and then to dwindle away to nothing. So 
much for my former connection with him, I thought. 
After fully realizing the state of the case, I concluded to 
change my course and go direct to Canada. I left Can- 
andaigua Monday at noon, going to Albany, arriving 
there Tuesday morning in time for breakfast. When I 
stepped on the platform at the depot at St. Albans, I 
noticed that one of the detectives scanned every one 
head and foot, myself as well as the rest. Before leav- 
ing Montreal for Elmira, I had provided myself<with an 
Oxford-cut jacket and round-top hat peculiar to Canada 
at that time. I knew my trip to Elmira would be a 
dangerous one, and I wished to pass myself off as a 
Canadian, and I succeeded in doing so as was proved by 
my witnesses from Elmira. I believe that costume 
guarded me safely through St. Albans. I went in with 
others and moved around with the detectives standing 
there most of the time looking at us. Of course I was 
obliged to talk as loud as anybody about the tragedy. 

After having a hearty meal 1 lighted a cigar and 
walked uptown. One of the detectives approached me, 
staring me directly in the face, and I looked him quietly 
back. In a few moments | was speeding on my way to 
Montreal, where I arrived at 2 o'clock that afternoon, 
going again to tlie St. Lawrence Hotel. Soon after- 
ward I called on a’ friend. to whom I explained my for- 
| mer connection with Booth and told him | was afraid 
| the United States government would suspect me of com- 
| plicity in the assassination. He advised me to make 
| myself scarce. sf 


Reward Offered. 


I immediately went to the hotel. got my things and 
repaired to the room of a friend. When my friend's 
tes time came I would not go to the table with him, but 


remained in the room. The ladies wanted to know why 
he did not bring his friend to tea with him. He replied 
that I did not want any. One of the ladies replied: “I 
suspect you have got Booth in there.” “Perhaps so,” 
he answered laughingly. One night about 11 o'clock my 
friend, in whose house I was, came to me and said, in 
a emiling way: “The detectives have offered me $20,000 | 
if I will tell them where you are.” “Very well,” said I, 
“give me one-half and let them know.” They suspected 
this gentleman of protecting me, and they really made 

him the offer. One day about 12 o'clock I was told that 

they were going to search the house and that I must 
leave at once, which I did. They searched it before | 
morning I remained with this gentleman until 1 left 
Montreal a week or so afterward. | 


The detectives were now hunting me very closely, 
about the- same time I left Montreal in a hack, gol 
some eight or nine miles down the St. Lawrence River, 
crossing the stream in a mall canoe. I was attired | 
as a hunter. At 3 o'clock we arrived at our destination, | 
a small town lying south of Montreal. We entered the | 
village quietly, hoping that no one would see us.

After awhile papers did 
not come so regularly and those that did come spoke 
very encouragingly. The little while afterward when 
they came sentences were mutilated with ink and pen. 
Things continued in this way for some time until I could 
stand the suspense no longer. I determined to send a 
messenger to Washington for that purpose, and secured 
the services of an intelligent, educated gentleman. I 
| started him off immediately, I paying all the expenses. 
I gave him a letter to a friend of mine in Washington 
with instructions to tell him to put himself in communi- 
cation with the counsel for the defense and to make a 
correct report to me as to how the case stood, if there 
was any danger, and also to communicate with me if 
my presence was necessary, and inform me without de- 
lay. with an urgent request that he would see and in- 
quire for himself how matters stood. 

He left me, and God alone knows the suspense and 
anxiety of my mind during the days of his absence. I 
imagined and thought all kinds of things, yet | was 
| powerless to act. At last he returned, and so bright and 
cheerful was his countenance that I confess one-half 
of my fears were dispelled. He represented everything | 
as progressing well, and brought me this message from 
the gentleman in Washington to whom I had sent him: 
“Be under no apprehension as to any serious conse- 
| quences. Remain perfectiy quiet, as any action on your 
part would only tend to make matters worse. If you

These were the instructions | received from my friend 
in Washington, in whom I felt the utmost reliance and 
who I thought would never deceive me. I certainly 
felt greatly, though not entirely, satisfied. What else 
could I do but accept these unwavering assurances? 
Even had I thought otherwise, I could not have taken 
action resulting in good. 

Just on the eve of my departure to join a party of 
gentiemen on a hunting excursion, while I was waiting 
at the hotel for the train, the proprietor handed me a 
paper and said: “Read that about the conspirators.” 
Little did the man know who I was, or how closely that 
paragraph bore upon me or mine. 

That paper informed me that on a day which was 
then present and at an hour which then had come and 
gone, the most hellish of deeds was to be enacted. It 
had been determined upon and carried out even before I 
had information that there was any danger. It would 
be foolhardy for me to attempt to describe my feelings. 
After gazing at the paper for some time, I dropped it 
upon the floor, turning on my heel and going directly 
to the house where I had been stopping before. When 
I entered the room. I found my friend sitting there. As 
soon as he saw me, he turned deadly pale, but never 
uttered a word. I saki: “You doubtless thought you 
were acting the part of a friend toward me, but you have 
deceived me. I forgive you, but I can never forget it.” 
“We all thought it for the best, Charlie,“ he com- 
menced to say, but I did not stay to hear more. I went 
to my room, remained there until dark, and then left 
the place immediately. I felt reckless as to what should 
become of me. 

After visiting Quebec and other places with a reward 
of $25,000 hanging over my head, I did not think it 
safe to remain there, and so I concluded to seek an 
asylum in foreign lands.

How Much Radium Is There? 

The reader may readily convince himself that some of 
the results arrived at and which appear most startling 
are mere questions of the use of the multiplication ta- 
ble. Thus, if the statement that the quantity of radium 
in a cubic centimeter of sea water is of the order of the 
hundredth part of the billionth of a gram is considered 


along with the number of cubic centimeters of sea water 
in the ocean, it will be found that the startling state- 


ment that 20.000 tons of radium exist dissolved in the 
waters of the seas is fully justified. Again, but by a 
somewhat longer train of reasoning, but still with no 
more mathematics than simple arithmetic, no more 
knowledge of geology than the elementary facts of solv- 
ent denudation, it may be shown that there must be more 
than a million tons of radium contained in the sedi- 


ments which are deposited over the floor of the ocean. 


The great quantities of radium which we have just 
concluded to exist in the ocean and its sediments are, of 
course, derived by denudative processes from the rocks. 
We can, indeed, detect the radioactive materials in the 
rivers on their way to the ocean. Yet this great accu- 


mulation represents but a trifling spoliation of the rocks, 


the forces of denudation affecting, relatively speaking. 
the mere surface. We are logically bound to cohclude 
that downward in the materials from which all this ra- 
dium has been derived further stores of radium exist. 
Indeed, observations do not as yet afford any limit to. 
the downward extension of radio-activity. The Simplon 
tunnel penetrates ancient sediments and gneisses at a 
depth of one and a half miles from the surface, and 
the St. Gothard reaches into materials of unknown ori- 
xin forming the core of the great massif; yet the radium 
is still there: in the Simplon rather more than the aver- 
age in quantity. It occurs in igneous rocks of every 
sort. Such indisputable facts lead us to ask whether. 
indeed, there is any limit to the downward extension 
of such quantities of radium. We easily show that there 
is a limit, and one which must be reached but a few 
miles beneath the surface. This is a very important 
conclusion.—[Prof. John Joly, in Harper's for February. 


' Ninety Thousand Under Ground. 

Never, indeed, did any place wear a better outside 
than Berlin. it is said that Frederick the Great, when 
he presented his people with building sites, stipulated 
that, however modest the buildings erected, they must 
present a splendid aspect to the street. Even the old 
Scheunenvierted, “the place of barns”—which has been 
the stronghold of thieves and cutthroats, lies there full 
of sun, with its house fronts gay and trim, and at al- 
most any hour of the day one may find it glistening 
from its bath. It is the subterranean and internal life 
of this imperial city of Prussia, behind the walls and 
under the earth, which is yet unreached by regulation. 

For over 90,000 people live underground in Berlin, 
burrowing under the earth in the cellar tenements. 
Pale girls and boys issue out of these clean, chill holes; 
and paler men and women; and old people yet more 
pale, who have spent in this darkness all their. lives, one 
may see borne out from them at last into other cellar 
tenements, eternal and more still. The children from 
the cellar tenements have have a strange look of the 
blood not flowing in them: but a still life, like that in 
the ground. We have cellar tenements in American 
cities, but in no such numbers as this. The new tene- 
ment-house law in Berlin forbids them, but it cannot 
touch the old buildings. This is something any one 
may see.—[Madge C Jenison, in Harper's for February.

Pacific Coast of North America, and one of its chief 
markets is California, the people of the latter State will 
no doubt soon begin to evince interest in its source of 
origin, more especially now that a direct trade with 
the whaling stations of Vancouver Island has been in- 
augurated. In this article I, therefore, intend to cover 
as fully as the space at my disposal will allow, the 
story of whales and whaling as 1 learned it from its 
chief authors in the scenes of its action. 

Four types of whale frequent these waters of the 
“peaceful ocean that lie between the Behring Sea 
and the equator, and of these one is the largest, and 
another the strangest, of all living animals. All yield 
fairly large quantities of whalebone, but it is of an en- 
tirely different nature from that of the “bowhead” 
whale of the Arctic, being coarse and brittle aad of 
comparatively slight commercial value. Whale oil, 
boiled from the blubber of the leviathans, is the chief 
source of profit from these Pacific species which are 
(I give them in the order of their oil-bearing value.) 
the “hump-back,.” “sulphur-bottom,” ordinary fin- 
back” and “California gray whale.” Of these the 
“hump” and “sulphur,” to use the handy abbreviations 
of the whaler, are the commonest off the Alaskan and 
British Columbia coast and are also the two most in- 
teresting big game in the world. 

Larger than any other esisting animal, the “sulphur” 
takes precedence in the matter of interest to the lay- 
man’s mind. Some scientists declare that none of the 
prehistoric monsters so far brought to light exceeded 
this monstrous denizen of the deep, while some go fur- 
ther in stating that the largest specimen of the “sul- 
phur“ whale has yet to be taken. Up to three years ago 
the biggest specimen taken from the water, of which 
authentic informaticn wae obtainable, measured 88% 
feet in length, hut the Pa ile two years ago delivered 
to the steam whaler St. Lawrence off Kyuquot Station, 
Vancouver Island, a “sulphur” measuring slightly over 
93 feet, after the sternest fight probably ever fought 
between a vessel of her class and her big quarry.

The anterior portion of its black 
body is massive, but the posterior is quite slender and 
joins the thorax so awkwardly that the whale appears 
misshapen.

employed. Norway, the home of the whaler, witnessed 
the introduction of these weapons, and later steamers 
were employed from stations off the coast of Finmark, 
the Faroe and Shetland Islands, Newfoundland and 
Japan. Not until four years ago, however, were these 
methods brought to the North Pacific, which has since 
justified the undertaking by proving the most prolific 
ylelder of “humps” and sulphurs“ of any waters. 

The formation of a concern known as the Pacific 
Whaling Company in Victoria, B.C., backed by lead- 
ing men of that province and having as its expert Prof. 
Rismuller, one of the world’s greatest authorities on 
all appertaining to whales, was followed by the equip- 
ment of the Sechart and Kyuquot whaling stations on 
the grisly, storm-swept west coast of Vancouver Island, 
a coast known to seafaring men as “the graveyard 
of the Pacific.” The steam whalers were brought out 
from Norway by Prof. Rismuller with picked crews, 
and the vessels, the St. Lawrence and Orien, 
commenced operations under license from the Do- 
minion government of Canada. The licenses  is- 
sued to the company provided that its stations 
must be over sixty miles apart, and that the 
whole of the whales taken were to be turned into 
marketable commodities—the latter proviso being de- 
signed to prevent wholesale slaughter of the whales and 
unpleasant consequences which might arise from the 
accumulation of rotting and useless carcasses. 

Such a provision was more than acceptable to the 
company, however, for Prof. Rismuller's patents, cover- 
ing a series of treatments whereby every part of the 
whale was made into by-products, were at its disposal. 
Sechart Station was the first erected. It is located 
on Barkley Sound, approximately 100 miles from Vic- 
toria and directly north of Cape Flattery, Washington. 
From here the steam whaler Orion commenced work 
and was soon joined by the St. Lawrence, which was 
later sent to the Narrow Gut Creek Station, Kyuquot 
Sound, near the north of the island, as soon as the lat- 
ter station was completed. During the first season the 
two whalers took the remarkable total of 550 whales, 
valued at anywhere from $500 to $4000 each. A third 
station was then erected in inland waters at Page's 
Lagoon, near Nanaimo, on the Strait of Georgia, from 
which one of the whalers hunts during the winter

St. Valentine’s Day. : 


Its PROBLEMATICAL ORIGIN AND 
Its VARIOUS OBSERV ANCES. 


By a Special Contributor” 
HE l4th of February bas long been dedicated, by 
T universal consent, to the patron of true love. Just 
who that admirable person may be, however, 
seems open to considerable question, for undoubtedly 
the festival was fittingly observed, especially by young 


men and maidens, long before Dan Cupid attained his | 


present prominence in popular mythology. Tradition, to 
be Sure, awards the honor to good Bishop Valentine, 
one of the earliest fathers in the church, whose martyr- 
dom occurred during the Claudian persecutions in the 
year 270 A. D. 


But why should the good bishop be credited with orig- 
inating so worldly a custom as the sending of amorous 
messages in indiffereht verse’ History, as is too often 
the case, sheds but a hazy light upon the matter. Arch- 
bishop Wheatly connects the celebration of the day 
directly with St. Valentine. and says he was “a man of 
most admirable parts, and was so famous for. his love 
and charity that the custom of choosing valentines 
upon his festival took its form from thence.” This 
sounds distinctly vague, especially as another writer 
says that he was an austere saint, and had nothing to 
do with the observances, which had their origin in 
pagan festivals. 


Those that hold to the latter theory explain the con- 
nection of the bishop's name with the day in this way: 
The Roman youths and maidens were wont to observe 
on February 15 the joint festival of Juno and Pan. At 
this time the names of the young women were cast 
into an urn and drawn by the blindfolded men. The 
association resulting from this drawing of lots usually 
lasted a year. 


The Christian priests, finding they could not annul 


the festival, modified it by changing the day to Febru- | 


ary 14, the anniversary of St. Valentines death, and 
making the festival a commemoration of his pious vir- 
tues. 

But after all, what does the exact origin really sig- 
nify’ Let it suffice that we have a custom, which is 
already centuries old, and which, despite the commer- 
cilalism which has come upon it in later years, shows. 
few signs of diminishing. 


For it has not always been possible. we must realize. 


for ardent swains to purchase for a few cents a gor- 
geous silk and celluloid embodiment of their devotion, 
It was not until 1800 that the manufactured valentine 
began to steal away the charm of St. Valentine's Day. 
Before that date, true lovers were obliged to construct 
their own tokens. Their materials for this purpese con- 
sisted of a quill pen, some rather coarse writing paper, 
a pair of scissors, and a skill in versification. Wits 
the scissors the letter was fashioned into some fanciful 
design, usually a heart or circle, with scalloped edges, 
after which the writer proceeded to declare his devo- 
tion as ardently as his adeptness in versification per- 
mitted. Added charm was given the missive by decora- 
tions of hearts, arrows, true lover knots, and similar 
designs. It was also customary to arrange the lines of 
poetry in fantastic forms. Around the circumference 
of a circular valentine might be written, for instance: 

“Round is the ring that has no end, 

So is my love to you, my friend.” 

If the paper itself was square. the message was some- 
times traced around the outline of a heart, or of two 
hearts interwoven. 

Consider, however, the mental sufferings of those who 


found themselves lacking in the art of versification! | 


The flame might burn in their hearts no less warmly 


than in others but for lack of a sense of rhythm they | 
must perforce languish in silence. Truly they were in 


need of assistance, and necessity, the mother of inven- 
tion, came to their aid accordingly. Thus there ap- 
peared, in 1797, a most obliging pamphlet, under the 
title, “The Gentlemen's Valentine Writer,” which pro- 
vided choice specimens of doggerel for almost all de- 
grees of love and sentiment on St. Valentine’s Day. Its 
success was instantaneous, as may be imagined, and 
each year saw the issuance of many such volumes. 
They were usually little sixpenny leaflets, prepared by 
enterprising stationers who rendered them further at- 
tractive by binding them with an enticing cover page 
in colors, with such alluring names as “The School of 
Love,” or Cupid's Annual Charter.” Here is a speci- 
men of their contents: 

“You are witty, you are pretty; 

You are single! What a pity! 

I am single for your sake. * 

What a handsome couple we shall make!“ 

What young lady could resist such blandishments?

Then consider this, whose sentiment is unmistakable. 
though actual meaning is somewhat uncertain: 
{ “Dear Siri, I'm up to ears in love! 
The fact a thousand follies prove:

The sending of valentines was evidently by no means 
confined to the sterner sex, for we find many admirably 
adapted for leap-year needs, as witness the following: 

“Kind youth, allow a youthful maid 
To send these trembling lines, 

And speak the secrets of her heart 
On day of Valentiie. 

Long has she felt Cove's tender flame. 
And long the same concealed: 

Trusting, by time or fortune’s aid, 
That fame might be revealed. 

And oh! how happy | would be 
if freed my heart from pain, 

And for my heart you would, in truth 
Return me yours again.” 

Not the least sought after among these pamphiets 
was the trudesmens Valentine Writer,“ which pro- 
vided valentines for almost every known profession; 
anchorsmith, baker, dancing master, or pawnbroker. 
Here is the poulterer's: |

_ To've a delicate sweet chicken, 

„ For thy sake I'll be. quite spruce, 
Tho’ I may be called a goose.” 

“Plenty of local color there! 

Hark to the baker:

With such assistance as these books afforded, valen- 
tine writing must have been easy for even the most un- 
poetical.

Altitude of Pike’s Peak. 
INTERESTING WoRK OF GOVERN- § 
MENT SURVEYS. 


By a Special Contributor. 


HE various Federal surveys of the country are care- 
fully determining all the high points, the elevations 
of well-known mountains and those of other im- 


portant places and are in many instances shattering 


prior notions of the heights of certain prominent land- 
marks. 

Perhaps it has not occurred to every one how these 
accurate elévations are secured, how for instance is 
found the exact altitude above the sea level of some 
high peaks in the Blue Ridge, or in the White Moun- 
tains, or Pike’s Peak, or Mount Shasta, or Mount Whit- 
ney, the highest peak in the United States. It is done 
by a simple system of leveling, practically the method 
used by the first crude surveyors employing spirit lev- 
els. Of course the instruments for sighting and deter- 
mining an elevation to a hair's breadth are vastly dif- 
ferent from those used a thousand years ago; but the 
principle is the same. In other words, all surveys to 
determine elevations or altitudes begin at the seashore, 
if accuracy is desired. From there a sight is made 
through a telescope to a rod placed a few hundred feet 
inland, and then froth that point on to another rod, and 
so on for miles and hundreds of miles until the point 
desired or the other ocean is reached. But it means a 
great many sights and very wonderful accuracy to get 
as far away from the Atlantic or the Pacific as Pike's 
Peak and to be able to say that the apex of that fa- 
mous mountain is so many feet and so many inches 
above mean sea level. This, however, is what the Geo- 
logical Survey has done the past season, correcting the 
formerly established altitudes, the first of which was 
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error by more than a hundred feet. 
that the surveyors have run a 
of levels during a single season all the way from 
ocean to Pike's Peak. They simply started from 
established point and carried the work up to the 
summit of the mountain. All of the Federal surveys 
are constantly establishing points of exact elevation. 
Thus, if any of the survey organizations have accu- 
rately fixed the altitude of Colorado Springs, for in- 
stance, it would require the work of only a week or so 
for a party starting at Colorado Springs to carry its 
lines of levels up to the summit of Pike's Peak. 


The need of establishing various points for latitude, 
longitude and altitude is evident. They become starting 
points for any special surveys desired, whether by the 
public or private interests. In the topographic surveys 
which the United States Geological Survey is making 
of the United States, each sheet of the big atlas map, 
representing, in the majority of cases, about 250 square 
miles, contains from ten to twenty permanent metal 
or concrete bench marks, the elevations of which are 
stamped thereon. These can be used for all time as 
authentic data for the basis of any additional work 
and the value of their permanence was recognized in a 
special act of Congress requiring that the Geological 
Survey should, in its topographic mapping, establish 
permanent benchmarks, at least one to a township. 
While it is of course a nice thing to know the altitudes 
of important mountain peaks, the determination of the 
more lowly points of pass and valley is the feature of 
real economic work. 


The elevation of Pike’s Peak was determined by 
Parry sometime prior to 1884. barometrically, as 14,216 
feet. Later, the elevation as determined by the Signal 
Service was 14,147 feet, and more recently the Coast 
Survey determination gave the elevation as 14,108 feet 
and the Weather Bureau as 14,111 feet. 


In 1907 a level party in charge of Charles Hartman of 
the United States Geological Survey started from a 
survey bench mark in Manitou, near the foot of the 
famous Pike’s Peak Cog Road and ran a level line to 
the summit and then across down to a point on the 
railroad. The cogs in the center of the railroad track 
furnished excellent turning points and the work 
progressed rapidly until the summit was neared, when 
bad weather very much delayed matters and the survey- 
ors suffered severely from exposure. To handle a rod 
and leveling instrument with the thermometer down 
to zero and a stiff wind blowing is no child's play and 
the weather conditions are most uncertain in these high 
altitudes. Before Mr. Hartman had completed his 
line he was caught in a snowstorm and had to run the 
last eight miles of levels through snow from eight to 
fourteen inches deep. . 

To convey an idea of the sudden weather changes 


which may occur in the mountains in summer time, it 


may be interesting to describe the conditions on the 
day. last September, that the tablet marking the exact 
elevation of the summit of Pike’s Peak, which is 14,109 
feet, was set. 0 
“When the summit of the Peak was reached.“ said 
C. EK. Barnard, the geographer in charge of the survey 
party, “the day was an ideal one, with a temperature of 
about 60 degrees and no wind. Before the setting of 
the tablet was finished, some few hours later, the tem- 
perature had fallen to 25 degrees, it was snowing hard 
and a gale of wind was blowing at the rate of forty 
miles an hour.” F. 8. 


THE DOTARD’S MENTOR. 


BRichtT Boy WHo PROMPTED THE SPEAKER OF 
THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. |

SHARP ENCOUNTERS IN THE DESERT 
OF ARIZONA.

M. first introduction to the cactus family was en- 


tirely unsought for. It rapidly developed into an 
exceedingly close and not altogether pleasant in- 
timacy. The truth is—I am no longer a tenderfoot, and 
therefore can afford to admit it—I was pitched from 
the back of a deceitfully demure little calico “bronc” 


broken animal it would have been merely a case for the 
knife. With a plunging, kicking, pain-crazed mule, 
however, it was a much more difficult matter. After 
two hours of very hard work, during which considerable 
strong language was indulged in by both men and mule, 
we succeeded in throwing the animal with our one reata 
and, with one man astride its neck and two others to 
“soothe” it in various strenuous ways, the spines, which 
had by that time worked wel! into the flesh, were re- 
moved. The mule was of very little account, however, 
for some time thereafter. 


It was upon the Tucson-to-Yuma trip that I came 

across the largest specimen of tree cholla, Opuntia versi- 
color, that I have ever seen. Its spine-covered branches 
towered aloft nearly ten feet. The ordinary tree cholla 
rarely reaches six feet, while the low or bush cholla 
seldom if ever exceeds three feet and a half. The tree 
cholla appears to be the favorite nesting-place of the 
so-called “cactus wren,” or “cholla wren.” Proof 
against the depredation of hawk, snake and coyote by 
virtue of its spines, it would seem in many ways an 
ideal nesting-place. In the giant specimen I have men- 
tioned I observed no less than three of these nests, each 
so situated as to be well protected by the spine-covered 
branches. 
The parent stem of the tree cholla is entirely covered 
with small green protuberances. These are arranged 
in a very orderly manner. The outside pulp which con- 
“tains them is excellent food for sheep and deer. Under 
this pulp is a stratum of extremely hard wood which is 
full of tiny holes, each hole in the wood exactly cor- 
responding with a protuberance in the outer pulp. In- 
side this stratum of wood is a center of pulp. When 
the tree cholla dies, this center and outer pulp decays, 
leaving a hollow wooden cylinder which sometimes re- 
mains upright for months and soon bleaches to a light 
Bray. 

The spines of the tree cholla are much less obnoxious 
than those of the bush cholla. Truly, the latter is the 
black sheep of the cactus family. 

The next time you are in Tucson, if you have a sweet 
tooth, Wo not fall to procure some “cactus candy,” or 
rather to endeavor to procure some, as it is somewhat 
scarce. You will be amply repaid for your search 


into a full-grown specimen of the Opuntia Bigelowil, 
which is commonly known as the cholla. Cholla in 
Spanish is pronounced as if written “choya.” That is 
not the way I pronounced it at the time, however. 
The interview. was interesting—to the spectators—but 
a repetition of the same is not prayed for. 

I must confess that, for some time after my introduc- 
tion to the outer circles of cactus society in the manner 
described, my feelings toward the same were far from’ 
friendly. As time passed, however, I gradually came 
to overlook the painful incident mentioned and at last 
became able to gaze upon even the most menacing spec- 
imen with naught save dispassionate curiosity: As a 
natural consequence the more | gazed the more inter- 
ested I became. 

To the cactus enthusiast, and there are many such, the 
collecting and classification of the various species be- 
comes as great a passion as that of the numismatist for 
rare coins or of the connoisseur for articles of art or 
antiquity. Like all such hobbies, however, considerable 
knowledge of a specific kind as well as a great leal of 
leisure time is necessary for the achievement of at a’! 
satisfactory results. Lack of the latter has withheld 
me from the ranks of the collector, and | must, per- 
force, hold myself strictly within the limits suggested 
by the heading of this article. 

I shall never forget the adventure of a little Jap who 
made one of a party on a trip across country from 
Tucson to Yuma, circling south on the way in order to 
get a shot at a prong-horn or two on the lava beds. He 
had been repeatedly informed of the perils of the cholla, 
which abounds in the vicinity of Tucson and continues 
in intermittent profusion along nearly the entire route 
we took. He had been undoubtedly interested, and we 
thought properly impressed by our glowing description 
of the agony of its stinging spines. What had seemed 
to appea! to him the most had been our vivid Illustration 
of the manner in which the long needles work their way 
into the flesh. In our anxiety lest he cripple himself or 
a horse through carelessness or ignorant curiosity we

It was late in the fall, and the low chollas had shed 
their joints. These joints“ are branches that grow 
from the parent stem of the plant. In some places they 
literally covered the ground for a space of several square 
yards. They are usually about the length of the index 
finger and covered with a network of long greenish- 
white spines. These spines are slightly flattened and 
incredibly strong. To my personal knowledge there 
is no pain more severe than that which may be inflicted 
with a cholla joint. After they have dropped to the 
ground they appear very innocent at a slight distance 
to the unknowing. Attempt to grasp one, however, and 
the illusion vanishes. Instantly the affected part seems 
to be on fire. The pain is infinitely worse than that of 
a dozen teeth aching at once. 

Imagine our surprise, therefore, when we returned to 
camp after the first day’s hunt and found our cook 
squatting on the ground in front of the canvas lean-to 
nursing a very much swollen hand. Upon our inquir- 
ing the cause, he hesitated some time before making 
reply. 

“Very soon now,” he at last explained, “he comes out 
the other side.” 

That Jap had actually jabbed the palm of his hand 
full of cholla epines merely to satisfy his childish curi- 
osity! Needless to say he did no more cooking for sev- 
eral days. 

I remember quite as well a somewhat violent two 
hours’ exercise occasioned a party of us by a half-broken 
mule which, judging from appearances, had endeavored 


should you succeed in obtaining a quantity, as it is by 
far the most delicious confection one could imagine. 
Some enterprising person with a little capital will make 
a comfortable “stake” from cactus candy some day. It 
is made from certain species of the echinocactus, and is 
locally designated as “pitahaya dulce,” under which 
name it must be inquired for. 

My first meeting with the Echinocactus wislizeni, or 
barrel cactus, was decidedly opportune. As a result of 
an accident a party of four of us found ourselves cross- 
ing the Arizona desert thirty miles from a water hole 
and without a drop of water in our possession. By di- 
rection of the only one of our party who, at the time, 
was “desert wise,” we set about searching with a spy- 
glass for “a sidehill with a pretty steep slope, plenty 
of rocks, and no mesquite.” Having located a bit of 
ground answering to this description, we each cut a 
smooth, green stem from a near-by’ palo verde and made 
our way thence toward the hillside. 

As we approached we noticed what at first seemed a 
number of young giant cacti about two feet and a half 
high. These later proved to be semi-matured barre! 
cacti. Farther on, we came upon full-grown speci- 
mens. The tallest of these came nearly up to our show!l- 
ders, and were as large around as two good-sized men. 
All were covered with long, curving spines “in serried 
ranks arranged.” 

A few moments of arduous toil with our sheath knives 
removed a thin upper section from each plant, disclosing 
a considerable quantity of white, fibrous “cactus meat.” 
Cavities were scooped in the center of this meat, and 
with our palo verde stems we began pounding. After 
a few strokes water began to appear. W continued at 
our improvised mortar and pestle until the pulp became 
thoroughly water-soaked. Then gathering it in our 
hands, we squeezed it into a clean tin can. By this 
process we derived some three to four pints from a 
sufficient number of plants to enable us to go our way 
rejoicing. The ‘liquid is delightfully cool, slightly 
sweet, and with a flavor which one comes soon to enjoy. 
This cactus is a godsend to the desert traveler. Be- 
sides furnishing water, the pulp is edible: wild animals 
are exceedingly fond of it, and it is also an excellent 
and never-failing compass, as at least four out of every 
five barrel cacti lean due south. This fact has saved 
two lives to my knowledge. 

It might be well for the traveler in that country to 
remember that the barrel cactus can nearly always be 
found on a rocky hillside where there is no mesquite. 
It seldom if ever grows in lose proximity to mesquite. 
and never in the vicinity of creosote bush. 

Another species, seldom seen from the car window. ic 
the Cereus Thurbert, or pipe-organ cactus. Local desig 
nation is “pitahaya.” I have seen specimens twenty 
feet high, with as many as twenty stems from sixteen 
inches to two feet in circumference. Such size ts un- 
usual. The Cereus giganteus, or Mexican saguaro, ts 
much larger and more common in that section. 

The saguaro, pipe-organ, barrel, bush and tree cholla 
and species closely akin are predominant in the Arizona 
desert. And mesquite. palo verde, creosote and all- 
thorn bush, and a very few flat opuntias, known in 
California as prickly pears, and you have almost the 
entire plant life of the most typical and interesting des- 
ert region in the United States.

RUINS OF ANCIENT CITY.

OW that the eye of the world in loving sym-

ITH the development of the modern plant cata- 
logue we have a lessening need, as the years 
progress, for books on gardening. The time is 
not remote when we had no plant catalogues, and their 
evolution to the present high standard has been slow 
and tedious and to the botanist and horticulturist quite 
exasperating. The present-day high-class catalogue of 
plant nurseries contains full cultural directions for all 
classes of plants offered for sale and a perfect mine of 
eaten of high value to all plant growers or plant 
ers. 


Books on gardening from east of the Rockies are well- 
nigh useless in California, but more particularly so in 
Southern California. We have three books on garien- 
ing in this State—two written in this city and the other 
and latest, in San Francisco. Our first, and for many years 
only gardening manual, was written by an Angelefio, 
W. 8. Lyon, and for general care and culture has not 
since been improved upon. Our next book was also 
written in this city by Miss Belle Sumner Angier, and 
is full of valuable suggestions over a wide range of 
gardening operations and plant life, but is not so spe- 
cific as the first-named in care and culture of the plants 
listed; it deals largely with the uses of plants as de- 
termined by experience and observation. The last 
claimant for the favor of the gardening public is pur- 
ported to be by John MacLaren, superintendent of 
Golden Gate Park, San Francisco. This work is more 
pretentious than the other two, and covers a wider 
range of subjects. All of these books are well worth 
the prices asked, but the numerous misspelled plant 
names and a slight violation of one of the fundamenta! 
rules of landscaping in two plans in the latter work 
leads the writer to believe it is not all the work of Mr. 
MacLaren, whose wonderful tranformation of a tract 
of shifting sand into the beautiful Golden Gate Park 
marks him as one of the world’s greatest horticulturists 
and park bullders. 


The up-to-date catalogue of ornamental plants sur- 
passes, in one respect at least, any book on gardening. 
For horticultural information in cyclopedic form we 
‘have, in the past, had to depend on works like Bailey's 
“Cyclopedia of Horticulture” or Nicholson's “Diction- 
ary of Gardening.” These cost $20 and $30 respectively. 
For several years one firm has issued a catalogue of 
fruits and ornamentals which has been full of both cul- 
tural directions and cyclopedic knowledge, and this 
year has issued what is probably the finest catalogue 
ver put out in the United States, if not in the world. 


This one is called “California Horticulture.“ by George 
C. Roeding, and is issued by the Fancher Creek Nur- | 


series, Fresno. As a guide for the orchardist and fruit 
grower who also believes in the “garden beautiful,” it 
is almost invaiuable. Closely following the publication 
of the last-named comes the catalogue of the Califor- 
nia Nursery Company, Niles, Cal.. which contains a 
larger and more varied list of ornamental plants than 
was ever before collated in this country. This catalogue 


- deals with ornamentals alone, and for Californians who 


desire to become “well posted,” yet who cannot afford 
a cyclopedia, it is a prime necessity. Each of the two 
booklets last described treats each plant as follows: 
First, the botanical name; second, the common name; 
third, country of nativity: fourth, ultimate height: fifth, 
a full description, together with any peculiarities the 
plant may have and special treatment if anything un- 
usual in that line is demanded. Each of these books 
costs 25 cents, and is exceptional value for the money. 
We also have a number of local firms issuing annual 
catalogues, sent free on application, that are well worth 
possessing, and some of these, where the firm deals in 
special classes of plants, are*replete with directions for 
proper care and culture. Get the “catalogue habit; all 
of them are worth many times their cost, and al! con- 
tain information valuable even to the professional 
plantsman. 


‘The Cherokee Rose.

grow much better than those direct from the Atlantic 
Coast. In moving the trees even as far west as Kan- 
sas, a majority usually die and those that remain grad- 
wally assume the characters of those grown from seeds 
the same region. The changes wrought by moving 
the semi-arid west are: a smaller and low-spreading 
; leaves smaller, fewer, in number, thicker and 
much rougher than in the East. Other minor differ- 
ences have also been noticed. The American or white 
elm does not thrive as a street tree in Southern Califor- 
nia, and even when planted in gardens under the best 
conditions does but indifferently well. We have sev- 
eral better deciduous trees for street planting. : 


Why Street Trees Die. 
Street trees suffer more from lack of air than from 


any other cause. On one side is cement walk and on 


the other gravelled, oiled or paved street. The trees 
usually die from an insufficient application of water, for 
if plenty were given the tree the soil would be fairly 
aérated. When water enters the soll the air is driven 
out, and as the water recedes, fresh air takes its place, 
so that frequent waterings will result in frequent alr- 
ings. Another cause of poor growth in street trees is 
lack of food. The space about the tree is limited, and 
seldom is fertilizer given or the minimum of soil 
stirred. Trees are unable to absorb mineral fertilizers 
except they are taken up by the roots in a solution of 
soil water. Many fertilizers now. in the soll may be 
slowly unlocked“ by frequent cultivation. Applica- 
tions of other fertilizers often hasten the same process. 


Keeping thrifty street trees by feeding them through 


forests behind the town, or creeps its subterranean way

Save for the settlement at Ushuaia, two sheep ranches, 
three lumber camps, an abandoned mining camp. and a 
few isolated settlers, these regions are weird and de- 
serted.

The Southernmost Town in the World. 

The seemingly hopeless inhospitable region of Fuegia, 
spurned as a possession even by England, has within a 
decade been apportioned between Argentina and Chile. 
Longitude 68 degrees 36 minutes west divides the area 
of Tierra del Fuego almost in half. The eastern part 
and the islands to the east were allotted to Argentina. 
the western part and all islands to the south and west 
to Chile. 

This was the region in which the cold Fuegian mid- 
summer found me, anchored off a lone penal colony of 
murderers and felons midway along the southern coast 
of Tierra del Fuego and 300 miles south and east of 
Punta Arenas. 

Less than thirty years ago, 1000 to 1500 Yahgans vis- 
ited this bay every year. Now, in its innermost corner, 
where once glistened his village shell heaps, lies a white 
man's town. 

The falling anchor splashed a mass of spray into the 
air and sent a flock of wild kelp-geese- winging shore- 
ward.

A S frequently mentioned in these columns, there are 


a number of first-class poultry plants situated be- 
tween Los Angeles and the coast, a region that 


the ‘later enterprises that have shown wearing quality 
that of J. J. Dean at Moneta possesses an individuality 
peculiarly its own, being built along substantial lines 
on a commercial basis,‘as is indicated by the interior 
and exterior views of the houses and runs. Mr. Dean 
is a firm believer in the big houses as over the smaller 
movable ones often advocated in this department. One 
of his houses is built 54 feet long, 12 feet wide and 4 
feet high on the sides with 9 feet pitch. It is divided 
into eight coops, four on a side, with a four-foot alley 
in center. Eight feet is reserved at one end on either 
side for feed, etc. It has wire partitions, board floor, 
movable perches, glass on north roof affords light, and 
ventilators are at comb. The coops open by small doors 
into yards on either side of house. A second house is 
123 feet long and 12 feet wide, 8 feet high on one side and 
6 feet on the other side. It has a shed roof. There are

“The amateur poultry raiser often errs through over- 
attention to his fowls rather than by lack of care, and 
this, I surmise, though not posing as one ‘of the know- 
ing ones,’ is ‘what's the matter with Whittaker's Barred 
Rocks.’ 

“His poultry-house is all right, in fact, too good, but 
he did wrong in forcing his hens to moult in August and, 
I think, has given them too much feed. In addition to 
the many good traits of the Barred Rocks they are 
‘easy keepers,’ and take on fat readily, and I think Mr. 
Whittaker’s hens are too fat to lay. 

“It is conceded that more men, animals and fowls suf- 
fer from effects of overeating than from any other cause. 
He should feed three times a day, but should not give 
them more than half as much. Bran mash in the 
morning, wheat at noon and night fed to them in the 
straw. They do not need any green stuff excepting what 
they can get from the alfalfa. 

“With eggs, for the past two or three months, at 60, 
50 and 40 cents per dozen, and dressed poultry at 25 
cents per pound, I cannot agree with Mr. Whittaker 
that ‘poultry raising in California is a humbug.’ 

“Such prices offset the high price of grain, and 100 
per cent. can easily be made. Look at the millions 
of dollars earned in the poultry business. 


“I have bred the Barred Plymouth Rock continu- | 


ously for thirty-two years—eleven years in Michigan 
and twenty-one years in this State, and the breed has 
held its own against all competition as the most popu- 
lar breed ever produced. In regard to its laying quali- 
ties: The United States Department of Agriculture 
(1901) reports a test wherein, for a season, with seven 
varieties of thoroughbred fowls, the Barred Rocks av- 
eraged 150 eggs which weighed 23 ounces to the dozen;

fifteen windows, 22x26 inches, on north side that swing 
up and hook to ceiling, as shown in Illustration. The 
windows on the south side are 16x28 inches and also 
hook to ceiling when open. There is a three-foot alley 
the entire length of the north side of building. There 
are fourteen pens 8x9 feet and one pen at the end of the 
building 4x11 feet. In front of this pen are bins for 
holding feed. All the pens except this one are divided so 
that part of the pen can be used for scratching and feed- 
‘ing pen in wet weather, the other part containing mov- 
able perches. Exit into yards is through small doors 
as in other house. 


The brooder-house is 76 feet long, 12 feet wide and 6 
feet high on one side and 8 feet on the other. 
is a three-foot alley the length of the building on the 
north side. There are eighteen pens 4x8 feet. There is 
a pit at end four feet wide divided by board partition 
from rest of building in which is situated a boiler for 
heating the house. There are large windows both on the 
north and south sides so the room is amply lighted and 
ventilated. These pens alt open into yards or runways 
54 feet long and 4 feet wide. The runways for the larger 
fowl are about 50 feet long and 8 feet wide. 


The total number of birds on this ranch is approxi- 
mately 500, and the variety is the ever-popular Buff Or- 
pington, of which Mr. Dean is pretty proud, it having 
proved profitable under his careful management. At the 
recent poultry shows, both north and south, his birds 
won many first honors and challenge cups, so that in 
addition to his business of market-poultry products he 
is gradually building up a trade for choice breeding 
stock. 

What's the Matter With Whittaker’s Barred Rocks? 


The El Monte strain of Barred Rocks has certainly 


caused many of the poultry fraternity to “sit up and 

notice.” A number more replies have been re- 
ceived by this department from various readers, some 
of which merit publication. To print all ot them is 
out of the question, both for want of space and because 
of the fact that many replies cover the same ground.

Brown Leghorns average 160 eggs weighing 19 ounces 
to the dozen; White Wyandottes and Rhode Island Reds 
| averaged 150 eggs weighing 21 ounces to the dozen. 
You will observe the Barred Rocks laid eighteen pounds 
_of eggs, the Brown Leghorns fifteen, and the Wyan- 
dottes and Rhode Island Reds only sixteen and four- 
jtenths pounds. In this test the birds were fed alike, by 
a disinterested party, and the Barred Rocks showed their 
| superiority. 


“I bred, in Michigan, White Leghorns as well as Ply- 
mouth Rocks and brought both to Cr'Wfornia. When I 
engaged iu orange growing I decided to keep only one 
variety and gave the Barred Rocks the preference. 

“My poultry-house faces the east, the front is in- 
closed with slats two inches apart, the ends and sides 
are boarded, but there are cracks and knot holes which 
let in ‘whifts and drafts’ of health-giving breezes. The 
floor is of sand. 

“I have never found it necessary to use warm water 
for bran mash, but usually mix with it a little meat 

meal, and have always at hand oyster shells, lime and 
charcoal. I feed a little wheat at noon and night. 

“Our poultry-house has been in use for eighteen years 
and is only cleaned once every week or ten days. It 
has never been whitewashed, and we use on the roosts 
only a little cheap kerosene when the house is cleaned. 
We use hens for hatching and have no trouble with lice. 
We have lost during the past season only one hen and 
two young chickens from a flock of over a hundred.” 

“A Reader” from Pasadena is of the opinion that 
great range is inimical to egg production, and voices 
her opinion in the following timely paragraph: 

“You have kept your whole flock as the average man 
keeps his breeding pen, from which he does not want 
eggs in winter. Letting stock run over an acre and a 
half is ideal for breeding etock; nothing better; but it 
is not an egg proposition; too much of the wild in it. 

If you do not put 
the hens in small runs, they will keep up the habits of 
the wild, lay a clutch of eggs and incubate them, lay 
another and incubate and spend the rest of the year 
roaming over the orchard.

"T) HIS seasdp seems to be unusually pregnant of split 


T oranges, and the subject of causes is uppermost in 
the mind of the suffering growers. The broad 


statement is made that the cause is climatic, and there- 
fore but little within the control of cultural methods. 
But how climatic and why? I fear cultivation has less 
to do with this trouble than has been heretofore held. 
That is to say that we have thought irregularities of 
irrigation—the extremes between .drought and surplus- 
age of water, have caused this trouble. If not governed 
by regularity of cultural methods, how does the climate 
produce the effect of splits? 

Normally, the quantity of water exhaled from the 
leaves is about equal to that taken up by the roots. The 
functions of the epidermis of leaves in regard to trans- 
piration are to disengage the water from the plant's 
tissues and at the same time regulate the outflow prop- 
erly. Any unevenness of atmospheric humidity may 
affect the regularity of this process. Of a season when 
the humidity is even, from day to day, and especially 
the dew-fall regular we may find few if any split or- 
anges. This is assuming that the soil moisture is kept 
uniform all the time. If on one night the air is very 
dry, or in that condition for several days, the transpira- 
tion of the leaves may be rapid, and more than care 
for the water taken up by the roots. The effect is a 
constrition of the wind cells of the fruit. Then follow 
nights of heavy dew or other forms of moisture, the 
_outfiow from the leaves is suddenly checked and the 
roots furnish an overplus that may burst its bounds in 
the fruit. 

I am not sure that this explanation is correct, but it 
is a fact that any interference with the so-called breath- 
ing pores of the leaves is felt in some way by the whole 
tree. 

Visionary Tourists. 

OCCASIONALLY meet a tourist on his way down 
[ine line who is so anxious to be separated from his 
money that he is ridiculous. No ordinary bunco game 
would cause him to give up his hard-earned dollars, 
but anything in the name of agriculture he will rise 
to as a fish to a bright bit of flannel. If my position 
was such that I could afford to take advantage of some 
of these fellows I would soon be running a 50-horse 
power machine and have money to burn. Some one 
gets them, sooner or later, and the separation between 
man and money is often so complete that relatives have 
to send money from home, and California is the subject 
of maledictions ever thereafter. 

On the south-bound “Owl” a few weeks ago a gentle- 
mau in a burst of confidence showed me the contents of 
his pocket-book. He spread out drafts amounting to 
$27,000, and allowed me to examine them. In another 
compartment were many $100 bills and some small 
change in twenties and tens, none of which, however, I 
was allowed to have in hand for inspection. He said he 
had over $30,000 in money and drafts, and was on his 
way to Los Angeles to invest either in a rubber scheme 
somewhere, or in Mexican woods of some kind. He was 
ready to part from his money on some unfavorable 
terms if he could find the right man. 

Without trying specially to discourage him in his 
Mexican adventures, and dilating upon the great pos- 
sibilities opening all over Mexico, I cautioned him that 
the rubber business was very uncertain, and should be 
attempted only by those who could master all the fac- 
tors that ‘pertain to rubber production. Plantation 
managers must be efficient, climatic conditions consid- 
ered, labor provided for and location studied, before any 
money should be put into an enterprise like this. Reck- 
less management would bankrupt. and inefficiency de- 
stroy.

close to nature, in the sense of wearisome contact, at 
least. Conditions are becoming better, without ques- 
tion, and improvement is coming through material 
means notwithstanding many mere preachers of farm 
life place their text from so-called higher grounds. A 
dollar honestly earned, in these days of queerly-piled-up 


wealth, is a sermon in itself. Until the days promised 


by our chimerical friends, when all shall share-and- 
share alike, I believe the highest and most lasting ad- 
vancement of rural life will be based upon the material 
prosperity of the farm. Money will buy a carpenter's 
outfit, the real thing, for the boys very own and some 
lumber “to make things.” My boy’s outfit in this line 
cost over $30, and I am not more than comfortable in 
the goods of this life. He puts in all his spare time at 
the bench. On the farm this outfit would be invaluable. 
The girls should have their drudgery and their recrea- 
tions clearly defined, and then there would be no 
drudgery. I know the farmer is the nether millstone 
upon which is ground the grist of which_he gets but a 
small share. But he should study the economics of sell- 
ing his products as he does their production. Modern 
life is going backward at repeopling the country—popu- 
larizing money-making in the city upon which the re- 
cipient may go back to the farm in middle life without 
the inspiration of youth to give life and zest to his sur- 
roundings. 


Florida Orange Losses. 


CIRCULAR just issued by the Bureau of Plant In- 

dustry shows that the Florida orange growers have 
suffered heavy losses from the careless handling of their 
fruit. The investigations now being conducted by L. B. 
Tenny place the annual losses from this cause at $500,- 
000. Some of the most delicious fruit shipped from Flor- 
ida is 80 subject to decay that the dealers cannot pay a 
reasonable price for it, having to make allowance for 
the inevitable decay so common to this fruit. If the 
investigations have the same effect there as they did in 
California we may hope for a general improvement in 
the Florida fruit that will be beneficial to the early 
trade in California oranges, as nothing depresses mar- 
kets as severely as a lot of poor fruit. 


Here and There. 


ALIFORNIANS and their visiting friends often com- 

plain of the prevalence of insect pests in this State, 
forgetting that many sections are immune from all 
eastern pests and none subject to the worst. An ac- 
count of last summer's experience in an eastern State 
gives a graphic view of an invasion of Buffalo gnats. 
Stock of all kinds located in affected regions and at 
work in the field were driven wild and poultry killed. 
Increased depredations of the Hessian fly were reported, 
wire worms destructive and the “green bug” prevalent. 
“The irritating harvest mite (chigger,“) although nearly 
invisible to the naked eye,” the account continues, “has 
placed a ban upon picnic parties, ladies and children 
particularly being subject to attack. Frequently the 
work of this tiny mite is thought to be rash or hives. 
Red blotches appear on the skin, accompanied by an 
almost unbearable itching, which lasts for several days.” 

Here follows an enumeration of defoliated shade trees, 


twig boring-damages, locust attacks, web-worm devasta- 


tion and a dozen other minor calamities. But the great- 


ing so common that little is said about this pest. Call- 
fornia is so free from mosquitoes that many large sec- 
tions never see one, yet in a few localities this insect 
is as bad as it is in the East. I cannot enumerate half 
the insect troubles catalogued in this eastern report, but 
the array is sufficient to make the Californian more con- 
tented with his lot. Our pests are not of the kind that 
drive human beings an? stock to destraction, bad as they 
are upon the fruit trees of the State. This immunity 18 
one cause of the rapid settlement of the Golden State.

Do Farmers Co-operate? 


— 


ARMERS are generally supposed to be unwilling to 
— and hard to organize successfully for a 
common object: but, according to Secretary Wilson, the 
farmer is really the great codéperator. The claim is 
made that people of other occupations have by no means 
achieved such remarkable results in coéperation as the 
farmer. 

Under coéperation he mentions such things as insur- 
ance, in which there are about 2000 coéperative associa- 
tions with probably 2.000,000 members. Codperative 
creameries number nearly 2000, and coéperative cheese 
factories about 260. Codéperative buying is conducted 
by about 350 stores besides buying on the discount plan 
as carried on by numerous granges and other associa- 
tions. Specialists in crop growing have combined in 
large numbers, including berry growers, producers of 
cotton, tobacco, grain, poultry products, flax, honey, 
celery, cauliflower, citrus fruits, apples, etc. Codépera- 
tive warehousing is practised for wheat and corn.

Two bills have been introduced in the Assembly, one. 


providing for the classification, grading, reward and pun- 
ishments of persons confined in State prisons and re- 
formatories, and the other a revised law relating to the 
sentence and the commitment of prisoners committed 
for crime, and providing for a system of reform and 
This latter bill provides that the penitentiary 
at San Quentin shall hereafter be known as “The Re- 
formatory.” 

In other States, where the “indeterminate sentence” 
has been introduced, it has been found to act as a great 
deterrent to men who have a conviction standing 
against them. 

At the insane asylum in Stockton, Cal., a hydro- 
therapic hospital fas built last year, at a cost of 
$100,000, said to be the only one of its kind in the West. 
An excellent idea. The treatment is as good for crimi- 
nals as it is for the insane. 


The following dispatch was recently published: 

“Students of criminology and prison procedure every- 
where are amazed at the methods which Warden J. C. 
Sanders has put into effect at the Iowa State Peniten- 
tiary at Fort Madison. Fancy convicts dressed in black 
suits with white shirts and collars, hair neatly combed, 
and shoes shining like mirrors, walking through the 
gloomy corridors of the prison in place of the proverbial 
sullen-faced convicts with cropped hair, dressed in 
stripes and urged along at the point of a guard’s bayo- 


net. 


“Sanders’s entrance into the wardenship was the 
signal for sensational changes ih the procedure that 
started Iowans to thinking. Almost his first order was 
that the prisoners might wear their hair any way they 
chose, and the shaving of the convicts’ heads must cease. 
Stripes were done away with, except to third-grade con- 
victs, the most dangerous class. The second-grade men 
wear gray clothes, while the first-grade men wear sty!- 
ish blue suits of solid color, with black seams and cuffs 
and caps to match.” 

This man is on the right track. 

Japan, that wonderful country, is ahead of us in its 
treatment of criminals. A magazine writer says: 

“The individuality of each prisoner is to be studied 
and his personal character, what there is left of it, s 
to be built upon and nourished, with special treatment 
for each case. as though it were a sick plant. The man's 
crime, individuality, antecedents, appearance. circum- 
stances, relations, are all carefully gone over by the 
chief officer of the prison and become stamped on his 
mind so that the convict is not a mere number, to be 
treated in a moral and physical lockstep, but a person— 
and, apparently, to the expert in charge of him, a 
‘mighty interesting’ one. Each prisoner thus minutely 
studied and fairly well understood is also given to un- 
derstand at once that his imprisonment can be. if he 
chooses, the entrance to a new life. He is permitted to 
earn according to hie industry and capacity: he is care- 
fully tended, bathed and treated for any disease to eyes, 
ears, nose or teeth, and in general receives such en- 
couragement as induces him to make up his mind to 
an honest effort for nis own redemption. The prison 
cells are large, square and light, and the prisoner is 
allowed to receive books, write letters, earn extra dishes 
of food by good conduct and higher wages, and read on 
the days of the week free from work 

“But perhaps the most important stride in reform 
which Japan ‘is bent upon in connection with the con- 
vict, the one which we could with most profit take our- 
selves, one which indeed is demanded before all, is to 
assure him that his incarceration is made the means 
of wiping out the reproach against his character and 
family and setting him up fully rehabilitated in soci- 
ety.”

The physical and mental debility chargeable to dyspep- 
sia are often erroneously attribute’ to laziness, ‘the 
mother of mischief.’ The liver and bine are seconda- 
rily deranged in such cases, enhancing the toxemia. 
Autointoxication and the absorption of crude products 


of digestion are here associated with nerve and brain 
starvation. The patient may or may not eat well; in 


— 


either event his nerve tissues are not properly nour- 


“It is inconceivable that the toxic principles produc- 
ing experimentally severe nervous phenomena should 


not produce more or less serious functional perturba- | 


tions of the brain. Clinical experience shows their cas- 
ual relation to defective will, melancholia, hypochon- 


dria, irritability of temper, insanity, and unstable men- 


tal equilibrium in general. Adding to these effects to 
primary neuropathy. and also taking into consideration 
the fact that degenerates are especially liable to the 
conditions producing autointoxication, the relation be- 
tween autotoxemia and breaches of socfal ethics is read- 
ily understood. The relation of autotoxemia to vice and 
crime is, therefore, one of action, and reaction. 


“The relation of autointoxication to murder, suicide, 
and crimes of impulse in general seems definite enough. 
It may not be often effective in persons otherwise sound, 
but in nervous defectives the dangers of autointoxication 
are sufficiently obvious. The predisposition existing, 
autointoxication does the rest. In the case of suicides, 
especially, the complete overthrow of mental equilib- 
rium by autointoxication in subjects of primary un- 
stable mentality—whether congenital or the result of 
acquired disease—can be readily understood. Alcohol 
might act similarly, if taken for a long time, ‘and to ex- 
cess. Even here, autointoxicatiédn is a powerful factor. 
It is always a factor of alcoholism. An attack of the 
blues is bad enough in well-balanced subjects. In de- 
generates or sufferers from disease, it may precipitate 
the unstable brain into psychic suffering for which the 
open door to the Great Beyond seems to offer relief. 

“The marked ratio of increase in suicide in the United 
States in the last decade has for its basis the neuro- 
degeneracy produced by the nerve-racking high press- 
ure of social and industria! conditions now prevailing. 
Our proportion of neuropaths is well known to be on 
the increase. Given this state of unstable nerve and 
brain equilibrium, autointoxication from disturbance 
of sympathic physiology, acting viciously on the brain, 
will logically explain a certain proportion of our sul- 
cides. 

“If the foregoing premises be correct, vice and crime 
will one day be shown more definitely than ever to be 
a matter to be dealt with by medical science rather than 
by law.“ 

With the closing statement of Dr. Lydston the editor 
of the Care of the Body cannot agree. In the first place, 
medicine is not a science, but a system of constantly 
changing guesswork. In the second place, it is not 
medical treatment that the criminal classes need, but 
sound hygienic treatment, such as is administered with 
such remarkably beneficial results at the Elmira Peni- 
tentiary. Instead of imprisoning these criminals in 
cells, for long terms, with three square meals a day, 
giving them little to do but brood over their more or 
less imaginary ills, all at great expense to the State, 
and often letting them out in a worse frame of mind 
than they went in, why not put them through a course 


of hygienic “sprouts?” Why not regenerate them? As, 
for instance: 
Put them on an absolute fast for six weeks. There is 


nothing inhuman about this. Many have voluntarily 
fasted as long, or longer, for the benefit of their physi- 
cal, mental and spiritual health. Most of these people 
whom we call criminals—like so many others—are food 
drunkards. Overeating, or wrong eating has caused a 
chronic autointoxication, which has affected their brains, 


so that it is impossible for them o think straight, for | 


as a man eateth so doth he think. 

Then, while fasting, their further treatment should 
be about as follows: 

They should sleep in the open air, expose the skin 
to air, light and sun, for two hours daily, drink (accord- 
ing to thirst) of pure soft water, take twice a week a 
thorough sweat, and once a week a thorough flushing 
of the colon. They should receive osteopathic treat- 
ment, if there is any lesion of the spine, and examination

Some may suggest that it would be easier to hang 
these people. If, however, you start in to hang all the 
undesirables, you will seriously decrease the population 
of the country. 

It has been suggested by medical men that condemned 
prisoners should be turned over to them for experi- 
ments. Such a proposition is likely to meet with seri- 
ous opposition, especially as the public are now pretty 
well convinced that a great majority of the experiments 
made by learned medical men are of little practical use 
in lessening disease, because they do not touch the rad- 
ical question of wrong living. which is the cause of all 
departures from a normal state of health. To such ex- 
periments as those above suggested there could, how- 
ever, be absolutely no objection, for they would not only 
involve no suffering upon the prisoner, but they would 
serve to make him over, teach him how to care for his 
body, and in many cases, without doubt, aid in trans- 
forming him into a useful member of society. 

While crime is undoubtedly in almost every case due

Again, the “Interdenominational Commission of Mar- 
riage and Divorce” of Southern California has prepared 
an amendment which would transform the statutes of 
California relating to matrimony and separation into 
the most drastic and rigid of any in the United States. 

As frequently stated here, it is not so much greater 
difficulty in divorce that we need as less facility for get- 
ting married thoughtiessiy or inadvisably. The com- 
mittee above referred to proposes to incorporate some 
provisions to this effect also in its bill. To this extent 
it may accomplish some good, for a large proportion of 
unhappy marriages are due to the fact that the contract- 
ing parties rushed into matrimony before they took suffi- 
cient thought of what they were doing, being led away 
by what some people loosely call “love,” which in most 
cases is only another name for fleeting sexual passion.
